Derby, Dec. 8. 

=e HE Rebels behaved tolerably wel! in their 

March Southwards, but have plundered 

the Country in their Retreat. Many of 

the beit Houfes here have fuffered. Two 

of them were taken with their Arms, be- 

tween Afhbourn and Derby, by a Farmer and two Loys, 

and were fentto the Camp at Mcriden Common. In this 

Town they demanded Billets for 10,000 Men, but thofe 

who computed their Numbers as exa@ly as poffiole al- 

fure us, that they did not exceed Six thoufand three hun- 

dred Horf: and Foot. The Horfe were extremely jaded, 

and in a bad Condition. In the Number above were 

many old Men, and Boys of 15 and 16 Years of Age, 
all without Shoes and Stockings. 

Coventry, Dec. 9. The Rebels were at Afhbourn on 
Saturday Morn ng, and went to Leck that Night. Be- 
fore they left Afhbourn they thot two Men, one of whom 
died on the Spot. They have taken all the Horfes they 
could lay their Hands upon, and have plundered and 
They had ag Pieces of Cannon, 
aud one Morter. 

Mansfield, Deevg. Be an Exprefs joft arrived from 
Leek there is an Account, that 1000 of the Rebels march- 
ed Jaft Night from thence for Macclestield, and that at 
6 this Morning the main Body began to march the fame 
Way, and their Artillery at 8.

The fame Meffenger informs us, that he was told the 
Horfe defigned to ttay in Manchetter all Night; but we 
have fince heard, that their whole Body have left Man- 
chefter, and taken the above Road. 

Litchfield, Dec. 11. We have Advices here, that the 
Rebels left Manchelter yefterday, marching North- 
wards; and that h’s Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cum- 
berland had made two forc’d Marches after them, and 
continued in Purfuit of them.

LONDON, Nv. 12. 

We hear from Midburttin Suffex, thatthe Papi/ts are 
fo numerous there, that they cannot get Men to inlift in 
the Affociation carrying on in Defence of his Majelty’s 
Perfun and Government, the Tradefinen being afraid 
they fhall be turned out of their Bufinefs; and from Slin- 
don in that Neighbourhood, that the few Proteftants there 
dare not, openly, fo much as with well to his Majefty’s 
Arms againit the Rebels; and that a conftant Intercourfe 
is carried on between the good Carholicks of that Place, 
aud the little Towns in Hants near Suffex, Horfemen ha- 
ving been obferved to pafs through the Streets of the Ci- 
ty of Chichelter for many Nights palt, between the 
Hours of 11 and 12. 

Latt Friday his Majefty was pleafed to iffue a Procla- 
mation for putting the Laws in Execution againft Jefuits 
andaPapith Prichs, and promifing a Reward of 103! te 
any Perfon who thall difcover or apprehend any Jcfuit 
or Popith Prieft, who thall be found within ten Miles of 
the Cties of London and Weftminfter, or Rorough of 
Southwark, after this Day. If no Reward was offered 
for this feafonable and abfolutely neceffary Service, it 
would be uncharitable to fuppofe any of his Mayefty’s 
faithful Subjeéts would not ufe his utmoft Endeavours 
to detect thefe dangerous and indefatigable Undcerminers 
of our Religion and Liberties; efpecially when he con- 
fiders that his Majefty, with an amexampled Lenity (ine- 
ver yet excrcifed in the moft mild Government, and pe- 
culiar to his Princely Clemency 2nd Goodnefs) has hi- 
therto, at the now too evident Haz-rd of his own Sate- 
ty, not only di/pened with putting the many 44s of Par- 
diament Made in toriner Reigus in Execution againit them, 
but permitied them to to be the peaceable and undiftnrbed 
Partakers of all the notional Bleffings enjoyed by his moft 
loyal Protefiant Subjecis.

Vetiels and F'th- 
ing Boats, with an Intent to land on the Coaft of Kent;

that they would attempt to land there, as the Wind was

out, their Apprehentions were fomewhat abated, but their 
ears Were not quite over.

As for News, we had no Vifit paid us here by 
the Rebels, they taking their Way by Kensal. A hun- 
dred of the King’s Forces having been tent to guard 
Lowderhall and Penrith, which the Rebels threatened 
they would burn down to tae Ground, took ten of them 
Prifoners in the former Place; W.ereupon the few lett 
of their Countrymen at Carlitle, invited the Mayor, Al- 
dermen and Gentlemen of Cartifle to dine with them on 
St. Andrew’s Day, and, by way of Reprizal, detatued 
them all Prifoners ever fince. 

Litchfield, Dec.7. One Body of the Rebels left Derby 
Yefterday Morning about 8 o’clock, and the Remainder 
followed about 12. They marched back towards Ath- 
bourn the fame Road which they cane to Derby. They 
raifed the Land-Tax and Excife Money at Derby, in the 
fame manner as they had done at Manchetter, and obli- 
ged every one who had fub{crided to the Affociation, to 
pay then the exac? Sms. It isreported, that Part of 
General Wade’s Army'was gouc to Newark yefterday, 
which, it is thought, occationed the Rebels to marca back 
again. : 

" Wolfly-Bridge, Dec. 8. Yelterday the Rebels began 
their March about Noon, from Derby towards Ath- 
bourn, they demanded before their Departure 3000 J. but 
we cannot exactly tell how much they obrain’d. About 
Midnight we were informed they were at Leck and 
Newcaitle. The King’s Troops are marching back. 
Here isa Report as if the French had landed fome Men 
in Scotland, and that they were joined by fome High- 
landers; fo that it is very probable rhe Rebels will en- 
deavour to retreat, in hopes of meeting with a Reinforce- 
ment; but,as they ly ina manner between two Armies, 
one can hardly fuppofe they can execute this Refolution, 
even if it thould prove true, that they have taken it; 10 
that as their Expedition has hitherto prov’d ruinous to o- 
thers, it is like inthe End to be the Ruin of themfelves. 





From the St. Fames’s Evening Poft, Dec. 12. 
Leghorn Nov. O. §. Commodore Cooper anchored 
Yefterday in the Road of this City, with a Squadron con- 
fitting of four Ships of the Line, four Bomb-Ketches, and 
the Laine Number of Tranfports ; He had two other Vet-

the Caitle was extremely damag’d. Then Mr. Cooper 
pointed his Cannon and Mortars againtt the City of Baitia, 
und ply’d it fo well with bombs and red hor Balls, that 
in all Appearance the Damage done there mutt likewife 
be very great. However, feveral Ships of the Englith 
Squadron have fuffered not a little by the terrible Fire

By Letters from Macclesfield of the 9th Inftant, we 
hear, that the Rebels entcred that Town on Saturday laft 
at T'welve o’Clock: The Chevalicr was immediately 
carry’d in great Pomp to the Market-Crofs, and there 
prociaim’d Regent, &c. as ufual; after which he took 
up his Quarters at Sir Peter Davenport’s Hoult, and lay 
there that Night. 

We hear the Trial of Admiral Mathews will come on 
To-morrow before tie Court-Martial at Deptford. 

They write trom Liege, that the French Troops in 
their Neighbourhood are every where in Motion; and 
that it feems highly probable they will fuddenly under- 
take fomething of Confequence; not in Flanders only, 
but on the Rhine. 
~ Yefterday feveral Printing-Houfes were fearch’d by 
h's Majeity’s Meilengers tor treafonable Libels; when 
a Journeyman Printer was taken into Cuftody, on Suf- 
picion of being the Printer and Publifher of feveral that 
have been lately difperfed about the Town. 

A Gentleman who went from Newcaftle to Derby 
when the Rebels were there, was taken Prifoner by them, 
and carried before Murray the Secretary, who examined 
him very ftri€ly, but he was at laft permitted to make 
his Efcape; however, they kept his Horfe. 

We hear a Loan is opened at the Exchequer on the 
Land-T ax at 4 per Cent. upon which the Sum of 400,000 
]. has already been fubfcribed ; and ’tis not doubted the 
Zeal, other Ways fhewn for his Majefty’sPerfon and 
Government, will be continued on this Oceafion, in fap- 
porting his Majefty with Money to defeat the Detigns of 
the Enemies of our happy Conttitution. 

On Sunday Night feveral of the Pretender’s Declara- 
tions were dropt on the Parade in James’s Park, and put 
under the Doors of People’s Houfes. 


The Beginning of this Week 60 Barrels of Gun- 
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powder were found fecreted in a Houfe at Wandfworth. 

The fame Day, at a Seffions at Hick’s Hall, feven 
Men were tried for treafonable Expreffions, all of who 
were fined, and committed to Newgate for fix Months. 

Letter from Chejterfield in Derbyfhire, Dec. 9. 

On the 6th intt. about 11 o’Clock the main Body of 
the Highlanders marched from Derby for Athbourn, 
where they got that Night; and on the 7th, by 5 in the 
Morning, the Van of their Army took Leck Road. 
They took all the Horfes, Arms and Money they could 
meet with, and at Afhbourn fhota Farmer dead on the 
Place, for refuting them his Horfe; the common Fel- 
lows, Women and Boys, plundered moft of the Vil- 
lages they marched through. Ther Armour is a Musket, 
Sword, Dirk, and Piltuls, and each a {pring Knife,fome 
of them 22 Inches long. He, who they called the Prince, 
lodged at the Earl of Exeter’s Houfe in Derby. Attheir 
coming to Derby they had no more than 42 Carts, 13 
of which had one finall Cannoneach, and one with a 
Mortar, alfo a Chariot wit two Ladies; but at their 
Return to Afhibourn they had above 60 Carts. 

Extrad of a Letter from Stafford, Dec. 9. 

On Saturday latt a Borrifter at Law was taken into 
Cuftody at Readford, about a Mile from this Place; 
and we hear, that great D'tcoverics have been made by 
his Confeffion, ang the Papers found upon him. 

This Day a Perfon came up with Difpatches from 
Lewes in Suflex, who reports, that a large Fleet of Ships 
appeared Yeiterday off of that Coalt, which pave them 
fome Fears left they fhould be French Trantports. 

They write from Lyme, that a French Privateer had 
taken a Wool Ship otf Vopitham Bar, fuppofed to be 
Capt. Saunders, of Rye. 

Tuefday both Houtts of Parliament met according to 
their Adjournmeut, and the Houfe of Peers adjourned 
to the 17th inftant.

The HISTORY of Evrore, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL. 

Orders have been fent from Petersburg to General 
Ke'th, who commands in Chief the Ruffian Auxiliaries 
to the King of Poland, that he fhould immediately a@ 
offentively againft the Pruffian Dominions, as foon as 
News came to him that the King of Praffia had commit - 
ted Hoftilities againft Saxony. His Proffian Mayelty 
fees to have expected fomething like this, by his fend- 
ing Orders to tht Commandant of Konigsberg, the Ca- 
pital of Pruffia, to let the Rofliins have free Paflage if 
they demanded itamicably, but to repel Force by Force 
in cafe they had Recourfe to Arms. 

Tho’ the Report that Drefden had fallen immediately 
into the Hands of the Pruffians, had no other Foundation 
than the Danger it was expoled to between two Armies ; 











yet there is little Doubt but the next Mail, if it does not 
bring the News of a Peace between the Kings of Pruffia 
and Poland, will bring Advice that the former has en- 


tred the ufual Refidence of the latter. His Pruffian Ma- 
jefty feems only to wait the Event of a Commiffion, 
which Mr. Villiers, the Britith Minifter, has undertaken 
tocxecute with the King ot Poland at Prague, before he 
exhibites this laft Triumph of a Conqueror. 

The lait Advices from his Army have brought him, 
however, to within three, two, or even one League of 
this Capital, which it is thought has Orders to make no 
Refiftance, in cafe he fhall demand Entrance. The 
Prince of Anhalt Deflau, with another Army, overfpreads 
the Country about Torgaw: Which has reduced the 
Saxons, who had encamped near Pirna, to fach. Straits 
for Want of Provifions, that Neceflity muft foon make 
them feek for Lread and Shelter either in Bohemia, or in 
fome other Part of their own Country, if they are nor 
compelled to it by the Arms of the Enemy. 

In the mean time, heavy Contributions are levied, and 
the Receipts of the Revenue are converted to the Ufe of 
the Prufiians. 

What the King of Poland will doin this Situation, is 
uncertain: But the Court of Vienna does not yet fem 
difpofed for a Peace, if her Ally can be prevailed on to 
ttand by her. Prince Charles has received Orders to 
march to the Relief of Saxony, and was advanced to 
Leutomeritz for that Pupofe, having turned off to the 
right inftead of retiring to Prague, as was expected; and 
the Imperial Troops that were left in the Neighbourhood 
of the Rhine, to cover the Empire from any new Infult 
of the French, are immediately to march for the fame 
Service; fo that the Prote&tion of the Empire will be 
left entirely to the Troops of the Circles, unlefs the Ha- 
noverians fhould march back from the Wetteraw, to re- 
place the Lmperialiits. 

Thfe Apperances have put the French in Alfice into 
high Spirits. They are in brisk Motion behind their Lines, 
ready to take the firft Advantage, and it is faid, that 
10,000 of them will crofs the Rhine, at the Requett of 
the Elector Palatine, and take their Quarters in his Ca- 
pital, Manheim. 

As the King of Pruffia was obliged to draw his Troops 
out of Silefia, in order effectually to carry his Arms into 
Saxony, the Auttriins have taken the Advantage of this 
Neceflity that was natural to expeé. They have again 
made themfelves Matters of all the Upper Silefia, and, 
Letters fiom Vienna fay, have even p-netrated into the 
Lower, the few Pruffians that were left retiring before 
them, except from Neifs which is ttill provided with a 
fufficient Garrifon. 

The calling home all the Britith Troops from Flan- 
ders has put the French in Motion in Flanders likewife. 
Antwerp is the firft Place they have {wallowed in Idea; 
after which they threaten Mons and Bruffels. We thall 


foon hear if they attempt any thing in Earnetft ; and it is 
very natural to expect they will, from their great Prepa- 
rations on the Schelde, and the drawing together their 
Army ; fo that it may be affembled at the Warning of a 
fingle Cannon. 
Upon the Continent of Italy the Allies are ftill fuc- 
cefsful, having added Trin, a Town in Piedmont, to 


their former Conquefts. At Milan the Inh ibitants are 
apprehenfive of a Vifit-from the Duke de la Vieuville: 
Bat if this be fome Time deferred, they are in Hopes to 
defeat the Intention of it, 8000 Men being upon the March 
to their Affittance through the Country of the Grifons. 

The King of Sardinia, however, though heis a Lofer 
upon the Continent, has jolt acquireda new Title and 
Kingdom, in the Submifiion of Corfica to the Britith 
Fleet. This unhappy Ifland, after long groaning under 
the Oppreffions of the Genoeie, and making fome fruit- 
lefs Efforts to throw off their Yoke, in whicn the People 
were al ways betrayed by thofe they call upon for Affilt- 
ance, is now likely to obtain Relief, through the Reicnt- 
ment of his Britannic Mayjctty, and to be put at leait into 
a milder Stite of Subjection. 

Buftia the Capital, was reduced almoft ‘to a Heap cf 
Rubbith by our Bombs and hot Bullets: Atthe fame 
Time feveral of the Englith Ships received Damage 
from the Fire of the Place, and are gone to Leghorn to
